-The pickets were ordered to 
disperse'arid,-accordinK to the police 
answered the command with a vollei 
'of-BtoniJ. Flrlnft followed within a few 
minutest each side claiming afterward 
th'at tht other stiu-tcd 'it' and on the 
first volley an Italian workman fell to 
the' ground with a huUet throush tht 
lieck. He died wlthlh a tew minutes
